The election of John M. Eshleman 
as lieutenant-governor is regarded as 
a foregone conclusion. 
The betting men of San Francisco 
have made Johnson a IO to 7 favor­ 
ite to beat both Curtin and Freder­ 
icks. 
In Los Angeles, according 
to 
word from the south, the betting is IO 
to 6 on Johnson. 
Little Fredericks Money 
Even at these odds there is little 
Fredericks money in sight anil less 
money on Curtin. 
Disinterested bet­ 
ting men predict that 
the 
wagering 
will go to 2 to I on Johnson before 
election day 
Several bets have been 
made at even money 
that 
Johnson 
will carry San Francisco by 15,000. 
Johnson supporters declare that the 
governor will carry San Francisco by 
twenty or thirty thousand, and some 
enthusiasts put the figures as high as 
40,000. 
Alameda and Sacramento counties 
are the two other big counties of the 
North and no one except perhaps the 
anti-Johnson bugs doubts that he will 
carry both by a tremendous vote. 
Governor Johnson’s meeting in Sac­ 
ramento last week was one of 
the 
most amazing political 
meetings 
of 
the campaign. In the armory a mile 
from the downtown district 4500 peo­ 
ple greeted the 
governor 
with 
a 
veritable tempest of enthusiasm. He 
will carry the county by tit least 5,000. 
It will probably be nearer 10,000. Ala­

A Surprising Development 
But the most 
surprising 
develop­ 


ment of the final campaign, as viewed 
from this end of 
the 
state, is the 
bounding gain of Governor Johnson 
in Los Angeles county and the failure 
of Fredericks to rally his own county 
behind him. 
According to reports 
received in 
San 
Francisco, 
Johnson 
will beat 
Fredericks in his own county J)y 5000 
to 10,000 votes, 
and 
some experts 
with a reputation 
for 
conservative 
forecasts put Johnson 20,000 ahead of 
Fredericks in Los Angeles county. 
Bets are being made in San Fran­ 
cisco that Fredericks will lose his 
home county. 
The basis upon which the betting 
men, who wager their money for pur­ 
poses of financial gain, have estab­ 
lished Johnson as a heavy favorite, is 
largely the fact that both Curtin and 
Fredericks are recognized as reaction­ 
ary. It is believed that they will sim­ 
ply cut up the anti-Johnson vote be­ 
tween them and weaken each other 
' without taking anything 
from John­ 
son. 
Is Fredericks Third? 
Curtin started as a very weak can­ 
didate, and is still accepted as third 
man in the race. 
At the start of his 
campaign the word was passed in his 
headquarters for his publicity men to 
harp upon the cry that Fredericks 
was third and that the race was be­ 
tween Johnson and Curtin. 
It wasn’t taken seriously at first, 
but Fredericks has plainly failed to 
develop the strength that was expect­ 
ed, and the persistence with which 
the Curtin fellows have 
cried that 
Fredericks will be third has finally 
made some headway. 
Fredericks has absolutely failed to 
get a boom under way. He has prac­ 
tically stood still in his strength ever 
since the primary,

He again denied 
that Philip Kennedy, the victim’s son, 
is implicated. 
His story of today dif­ 
fered in detail from the others. 
Tugwell, recently arrested in San

connection with

21, 
had 
made 
three confessions up to midnight lost 
night, later repudiating two of them. 
In one of the confessions, Tugwell 
said he was the murderer of Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy. This he later repudiated, claim­ 
ing that Philip Kennedy, son of the 
“diamond woman,’’ as Mrs. Kennedy 
was known, aided in the murder, ad­ 
ministering the fatal drug that caus­ 
ed her death. Both Tugwell and Ken­ 
nedy are held in connection with the 
crime.

groups of individuals almost always

their hygienic situation. As a general 
rule, when the changes are in the di­ 
rection of what we regard as social 
betterment the conditions of living 
are improved, sanitation is cultivated 
in greater measure, and the promotion 
and preservation of health follows as 
a natural consequence. 
A study of 
such movemeuts reveals the advant­ 
ages, from the i>oint of view of both 
public and personal hygiene, that have 
followed the pure food crusades, the 
campaign against 
alcoholism,

greatly. This is an era of office work­ 
ers, of business and 
governmental 
officials whose Implements are

desk chair, pen and 
pencil, 
rather 
than the hammer and the hoe. 
Even 
In agriculture machinery has eliminat­ 
ed some of the hardest types of man­ 
ual labor. 
Muscular exercise, how­ 
ever. is a benefit rather than a detri­ 
ment to tile human economy, says the 
Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation. 
It improves the fuuctiop 
of the essential organs of tile body. 
Hence there has arisen an unexpected 
consequence, namely, the Habit of try­ 
ing to avert the possible harmfulness 
of some of these changed conditions 
by “balancing the lack of paid muscle 
work by work for hygienic reasons, by 
play and sport.”

opening feature, “The Terrible Meek,” 
which was presented with the lights 
turned out except for a faint glow on 
the stage. 
Mrs. Stark gave the read ­ 
ing behind th e curtain, this aiding in 
her difficult task of taking widely dif­ 
ferent parts, th at of the English cap­ 
tain, th e m o th er of the victim, and an 
English trooper with cockney accent. 
She scored a triumph, the grim tra g ­ 
edy being read with a realistic earn ­ 
estness th at visualized it before the 
audience. 
H er wonderful voice con­ 
trol was show n in the assumption of 
the three voices, the deep tones of the 
officer, the tw ang of the trooper and 
the tragic to n es of the mother.

The sugar m arket continues to dei* 
cline and is now down to $6.80 on 
cane and $6.60 on beet. Even at this 
decreased price the market is weak 
and further drop is looked for. 
Raw 
cane is reported down to $4.35. 
At 
this rate the refiners are asking a 
very wide and unusual margin for re 
fining, their usual charge being $1.00 
per hundred. According to reports of 
big dealers in the commodity, it is 
only a m atter of weeks before the Eu 
ropean consumers must get some of 
their supplies from here and then a 
sharp reaction may 
be 
looked for 
which partially accounts for the big 
refining margin. 
Germany and Aus 
tria, the principal sugar 
producers 
have a great surplus, but this they 
will not sell to nations at war or even 
to neutral countries for fear that it 
might reach inimical powers. It is re 
ported that in Germany sugar is sell­ 
ing at two cents a pound. Should the 
war come to an end shortly, the great 
surplus would be dumped and cause 
considerable demoralization in pres 
ent conditions. 
Millions of specu 
la/tive profits have been 
lost 
since 
sugar touched the $8.05 mark and the 
commodity is being looked on with 
some fear by speculators who have 
been badly burned. 
Changes were fairly numerous on 
the markets in Los Angeles yesterday 
morning. The price of eggs advanced 
to 45 cents on case count here and in 
the North went to 51 cents. Candled 
and select stock advanced according 
ly. 
Receipts were only 186 cases of 
locals. Some northern stock came in 
during the few days that the Los An 
goles market was considerably higher 
than that of San Francisco, but since 
the condition 'has been reversed, ship­ 
ments have stopped.
